WiSui«oToM,  January  8th,  1815. 

I send  you  some  European  news  just  re- 
ceired,  of  an  important  nature.  It  is  under- 
stood that  all  our  commissioners  have  left 
Ghent  except  Mr.  Gallatin,  & that  there  is  no 
prospect ot  peace. 

The  National  Uank  Bill  was  reported  on  Fr  day, 
p.assiMl  to  a tliird  reading,  and  niaile  the  oi-der  of  the 
day  for  yesterday — yesterday  it  was  taken  up  and 
passed  hy  a large  majority.  The  principal  features 
are  ihcSi^ — ^The  cajjital  is  .10  millions — 1 5 millions  of 
treasury  notes,  10  millions  w ar  st<ick,  or  5 per  cents, 
to  he  subscribed  by  government — 5 millions  specie. 
Shares  100  dollars  each.  Books  to  be  opened  tlie 
first  Monday  m Febniai*y — Iiireetorsto  be  chosen 
hy  stockhohlers — no  obligation  to  loan  to  govern, 
mem — no  power  to  suspend  specie  payment — a si. 
til.  section.  'I’he  other  day  the  eouimittee  report- 
ed a bill  to  suppress  tlie  traitoious  pnietiees  of  the 
\'ermontese  and  others,  which  was  opposed  with 
violence  by  the  opposition,  who,  finding  ihey  could 
not  prevail,  withdrew,  leaving  only  si.x  of  tin  ir 
w hole  numhei' — to  prevent  the  forination  of  a ipio- 
ruiii.  A quorum  was  however,  got  togetliei- hy  a 
call  of  the  house,  anil  the  hill  passeii.  It  is  thus 
these  wretches  wish  todestroy  ihcconntry' — topar- 
aiize  its  energies,  and  tois-doee  it  to  insignificance. 
The  ivpnhru-ans  must  adln-re  together  more  tena- 
cionilj,  or  the  consi'qiieiice  will  *lai  laiinoiis  to  the 
laiuoU'y.

Extract  from  a tetter  to  hin  Excellt  ncy 
Governor  Slo2tnt,from  Colonel  ylndrew 
Ifynea,  dated  Orlcam  City,  Dicitn- 
her  30. 

Tlie  British  have  laiitkcl  with  a large 
army  and  are  now  within  about  five  miles 
of  the  city  of  Ncw-Orleans.  We  began 
fighting  tliem  on  the  night  of  the  23d  inst. 
and  have  been  at  it  almost  every  day  since, 
but  the  principal  mischief  has  been  done 
by  cannonading.  Hen.  Codee’s  division 
of  the  army  covered  themselves  with  glo- 
ry, on  the  night  of  the  23d  inst.  His  loss 
was  considerable,  among  whom  were  the 
brave  Col.  Lauderdale  and  Major  Cav- 
enaugh — Colonel  Dyer  and  Gibson  were 
wounded.  Whatever  may  be  tlie  issue  of 
the  pending  conflict,  rests  only  with  Hea- 
ven. We  pray  to  the  Almighty  that  we 
may  not  tarnish  the  reputation  of  the 
troops  of  Tennessee.  A detachment  is 
this  moment  advancing  from  our  lines  on 
the  enemy,  and  our  heavy  artillery  are 
firing  almost  constantly  on  them. 

Day  before  yesterday  the  brave  Colonel 
Henderson  and  some  others  were  killed 
by  the  advance  of  the  enemy’s  column  on 
the  left  wing  of  our  army. 

We  hope  you  and  the  people  of  Ten- 
nessee will  fender  that  homage  to  the 
Ruler  of  the  Universe  for  his  holy  protec- 
tion and  invoke  our  deliverance  from  this 
great  and  powerful  enemy. 

I ofler  you  the  salutation  of  my  friend- 
ship.

Extract  of  a letter  from  the  Post  Master 
at  JVew-Orleans  to  the  Post  Master  in 
JVashville,  dated  Dec.  30. 

Tou  will  have  heard  I presume  of  the 
landing  of  the  British  here,  and  of  an  ac- 
tion which  took  place  last  Friday,  in 
which  it  is  thought  they  suffered  much. 
Since  thattime  our  army  has  entrenched 
itself  very  strongly  and  advantageously 
about  3 mileifrom  town.  Last  Wednes- 
day the  enemy  attacked  our  lines,  but 
were  repulsed  with  considerable  loss; 
ours  trifling.  Previous  to  the  attack  they 
succeeded  in  destroying  a column  belong- 
ing to  us  by  means  of  their  artillery,  of 
which  they  have  a few  small  pieces. 

In  this  state  the  affairs  rest — the  Ken- 
tucky troops  being  momently  expected, 
which  added  to  our  previous  force,  puts 
the  country  I conceive,  entirely  out  of 
danger. 

Extract  of  a letter  to  his  excellency  Gov.Jllount 
from  hit  excellency  Gc*.  Claiborne,  dated  Or- 
leans, Dec.  30. 

The  enemy  remains  encamped  about  7 miles 
from  this  city,  within  full  view  of  our  army 
umler  the  command  of  Gen.  Jackson.  The 
force  of  the  enemy  is  variously  stated,  from  4 
to  7000.  In  an  attack  on  the  evening  of  the 
23d  inst  he  suffered  considerahlj-,  and  but  for 
the  darkness  of  the  night,  which  caused  some 
little  confusion  in  our  ranks,  tlie  affair  I am 
told  would  have  been  decisive.  We  have  lost 
some  very  brave  men,  and  among  the  number 
I am  sorry  to  mention  two  highlyesteemed  of- 
fleers  of  your  state.  Col.  Henderson  of  the  rifle 
corps,  and  Col  lAuderdale  of  the  volunteers. 
The  Tennessee  troops  equal  the  high  expec- 
tations which  were  formed  of  them,  nor  is  it 
possible  for  men  to  display  more  patriotism, 
firmness  in  battle,  or  composure  under  fatigue 
and  privationi.  I’he  Louisianians  also  deserve 
and  will  receive  the  highest  approbation.— 
We  are  united  as  one  man,  and  a spirit  prevails 
which  insures  our  safety. 

We  have  and  calculate  on  having  some  hard 
fighting,  hut  you  need  not  fear  the  result  The 
General  inspires  much  confidence,  and  all  his 
troops,  regulars,  volunteers  and  militia,  ore  in 
high  spirits,  and  anxious  to  he  led  .ogauist  the 
enemy.  T his  will  be  tlone  in  due  s»-a8on  ; the 
Kentucky  troops  are  daily  expected  ; until  re- 
■nforced  by  them,  the  general  has  very  pru- 


dently determined  to  roaintain  his  present  po- 
sition— a position  which  completely  covers  the 
city,  and  from  which  the  enemy  cannot  dis- 
lodge him.  The  American  army  is  drawn  up 
in  a line,  extending  from  the  Mississippi  to 
the  Cypress  Swamp,  having  in  front  a wet 
ditch  and  an  intrenchment  impenetrable  to 
musketry  or  smaller  pieces  of  oixlnance — the 
right  flank  covered  by  the  river  and  the  left  by 
the  swamp,  and  the  whole  defended  by  several 
pieces  of  cannon  of  various  Jtalibre,  32,  24, 12 
and  6 pounders 

Extract  of  a letter,  dated  5 miles  from 

New-Orleans,  on  the  left  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi, Dec.  30. 

“ My  last  to  yottdiad  been  directed,  when 
I received  orders  to  take  the  field,  a large 
body  of  the  British  having  gained  the 
river  eight  milts  below  the  city.  The 
command  of  the  7th  regt.  «as  given  to 
Maj.  Pewe,  the  right  to  Col.  Ross,  the 
44tli  to  Capt.  Baker.  About  9 o’clock  at 
night,  tl\c  7th  brought  on  the  action — tlie 
44lh  immediately  advanced  to  support  it. 
The  battle  raged  for  an  hour  and  forty 
minutes,  when  driving  them  at  all  points, 
victory  declared  for  us.  Thus  2000  of 
our  men,  drove  4000  of  Wellington’s  ve- 
terans. ,, 

« Since  that  time  we  IiSve  been  in- 
trenching here.  The  day  before  yester- 
day, till'  enemy  cannonaded  us  for  several 
hours,  and  intended  to  storm  our  works, 
but  could  not  bring  their  troops  to  the 
cliarge.  The  enemy  are  conimandtd  by 
Gen.  Packingl'.am,  who  commanded  Wel- 
lington‘s  advance.

FREEMASONRY. 

A letter  from  Rome  gives  an  account 
of  the  real  motives  which  actuated  his 
holiness  the  Pope,  in  issuing  his  order  for 
the  prohibition  of  Freemasons’  Lodges  : 
“ I know  that  much  misconception  will 
take  place  as  to  the  motives  of  the  church 
for  abolisliing  Freemasonry  in  the  Papal 
dominions;  but  be  assured  it  is  not  be- 
cause they  have  discovered,  or  because 
they  dread  any  treasonable  practices  a- 
gainst  the  state  in  those  societies.  They 
are  well  aware  that  no  political  subjects 
of  any  kind,  are  discussed  in  the  meetings 
of  Lodges  ol  the  P'reemasons.  No — the 
dread  is  of  another  kind.  They  know 
that  the  principle  of  Freemasonry  is  free- 
dom of  conscience,  and  that  the  very  first 
principle  it  inculcates,  is  that,  not  merely 
of  universal  toleration,  but,  of  universal 
religious  freedom  ; for  they  assert  that 
worship  is  acceptable  to  the  Divine  Au- 
thor of  our  being  which  is  contrite,  what- 
ever may  be  its  form.  Freemasonry, 
therefore,  embraces  the  members  of  all 
churches  and  sects  ; but  it  is  not  a prose- 
lyting fraternity.  They  send  out  no  mis- 
sionaries— they  admit  none,  on  the  con- 
trary, without  strict  examination  as  to 
their  moral  character,  and  only  after  a 
long  apprenticeship  : but  the  idea  of  their 
inculcating  a notion,  that  a protestant  as 
well  as  a catholick  may  be  saved,  is  so 
abhorrent  to  the  views  of  the  mother 
church,  that  it  is  no  wonder  the  Holy 
Father  should  wish  to  extirpate  the  dan- 
gerous brotherhood.’ 

\Ve  read  in  the  Italian  papers,  that  one 
Besilacquana,  merchant,  has  fled  from 
Rome  to  Naples,  in  order  to  escape  the 
Inquisition, and  that  his  property  has  been 
conflscated.  He  is  accused  of  being  a 
Ereemason.  [^I.u)ndon  Paper. 

The  London  editors  profess  to  have  re- 
ceived letters  from  Ghent  to  Oct.  29,  at 
which  date  they  say  that  our  commission- 
ers were  preparing  to  return  to  America. 
It  may  be  remembered  that  the  last  dis- 
patch from  them  to  our  Secretary  of  State 
lately  pubfished,  and  the  last  note  of  the 
British  ministers  enclosed  in  that  dispatch 
are  dated  Oct.  31.  The  London  editor, 
therefore,  not  only  knew  nothing  about 
the  state  of  the  negociation,  but  his  intel- 
ligence from  Ghent,  was  not  so  late  as 
ours.  It  should  be  remembered,  while 
perusing  the  speculations  in  English  pa- 
pers on  the  American  negociation  that  no 
part  of  the  official  correspoRdence,  from 
Ute  commencement,  had  been,  at  the  last 
dates  published  in  Europe.

St.  Bahts,  Dct:.  10. 

The  French  Corvette  .Messenger  ofSlate,one 
of  the  2d  diviaioii  which  sailed  from  France  on 
the  27tli  Octoher,  arrived  at  Fort  Roval  on  the 
26th  of  last  month,  after  a passage  of  29  Jays. 
Perfect  tranquility  reigned  throughout  France. 
The  Congress  of  European  Powers  had  assem. 
bled,  ami  every  thing  augured  peace. 

Gen,  Sir  James  Leith  and  Vice  .Admiral  Dur- 
ham left  Barbadoes  in  the  Venerable  74,  on  the 
26th  of  last  month,  for  .Martinique,  for  the  ptir- 
puse  of  delivering  that  Colony  to  the  French. 

LATE  FOREIGN  NEWS. 

By  the  schooner  Thetis,  arrived  last  night 
from  St.  Bartholomews,  the  editors  of  the  New 
York  Gazette  have  received  a file  of  the  Lon- 
don Morning  Chronicle  to  the  first  of  Novem- 
ber, inclusive,  from  which  the  following  arti- 
cles are  copied  : 

SU.M.M.Vhy — Paris  Papers  of  the  29th  of 
October  state,  that  Poland  is  to  be  placed  tin- 
der the  dominon  of  Russia,  the  Grand  Dtike 
Constantine  being  nominated  Viceroy,  with 
the  exception  ofGallicia,  which  is  definitively 
to  belong  to  Austria. 

The  disciisaion  relative  to  the  unsold  pro- 
perty of  emigrants  was  continued  in  France. 

It  appeared  that  the  atlied  powers  have  re- 
solved to  oppose  the  line  of  French  fortresses 
extending  from  Stransburg  to  Dunkirk. 

There  is  a report  in  the  London  papers  that 
Bonaparte  is  to  be  conveyed  from  Elba  to  Eng- 
land. 

It  was  observed  at  Vienna,  Oct.  15,  that  Tal- 
leyrand would  he  replaced  at  the  Congress,  by 
another  Ambassador  from  France. 

The  Spanish  Charge  des  .Affaires  had  quit- 
ted Paris,  tu  return  home. 

The  British  troops  have  been  withdrawn 
from  .Madeira,  and  tlie  island  givea  up  to  the 
Portuguese. 

All  the  ancient  privileges  have  been  restored 
to  Marseilles,  and  it  will,  in  future,  enjoy  the 
advantages  of  a free  port. 

The  King  of  France  has  appointed  twenty 
censors  of  the  Press. 

It  is  said  I^rJ  Castlereagh  was  about  tore- 
turn  to  England  from  Vienna,  to  be  present  at 
the  meeting  of  Parliament.

The  letters  from  Liverpool  yesterday,  .-in- 
nouncing  the  seizure  of  seven  ships  laden  with 
cotton  and  a small  quantity  of  tobacco,  from 
Ameli.a  l.slaiid,  have  produced  a strong  sensa- 
lion.  The  value  of  tliese  cargoes  may  he  es- 
timated at  about  140,0001.  It  was  said  a few 
days  since  tliat  an  Order  in  Council  had  direr 
ted  one  ship,  before  seized,  to  be  given  up  ; 
this  statement  is  not  correct.  The  Council 
declined  on  its  own  aulhoriti  following  up 
the  proceedings  in  the  Court  of  Exchequer  ; 
but  the  Jfficer  wlio  seized  the  properly  was 
not  prevented  from  pursuing  his  t ight  in  the 
Prize  Court,  and  the  consignees  of  the  goods 
were  held  to  bail  to  answer  his  claim.  Thu 
seven  ships  in  question  sre  precisely  in  the 
same  situation.  The  officer  is  to  proceed  iti 
his  own  name,  and  is  to  defray  the  expences  cf 
the  prosecution  ; thus  the  Government  wil  Ibe 
exhoncrsteil  from  such  charges,  and  the  trial 
will  he  conducted  in  the  Admiralty  Court  in- 
stead of  tlie  Evcht.quer.  We  are  lolik  tkat  the 
tiade  with  the  United  States,  under  the  like 
circumstances,  has  been  progressively  increas- 
ing, in  defiance  of  tlie  blockade,  and  that  not 
less  tiian  1.000,000/.  sterling  has  been  paid  to 
the  Americans  in  violation  or  evasion  of  such 
blockade.  In  addition,  it  is  said  that  sails  and 
other  articles  necessary  for  Hie  equipment  of 
shipping,  have  been  sent  from  Russia,  through 
the  channel  of  Amelia  Island,  in  return  for  the 
produce  obtained  from  thence. 

The  arrangement  which  has  appeared  In  se- 
veral papers,  stating  that  Major  Gen.  Kempt 
was  to  have  the  command  of  the  army  in  tlana- 
da,  we  consider  to  he  erroneous  ; we  believe 
there  are  three  .Maj.  (ienerals  on  the  Staff 
there,  who  are  his  seniors.  It  is  believed  that 
the  chief  command  in  North  America  will  be 
given  to  Sir  Juhh  Siiehbrookk.

We  are 
assured,  for  instance,  that  tlie  Turkish 
Divan,  convinced  at  length  of  the  impor- 
tance of  the  Congress,  has  supplicated 
the  Soverei^  to  send  an  Ambassador, 
who  shall  neither  be  a Greek  nor  an  Ar- 
naut,but  a Turk  by  religion  and  birth, 
and  distinguislied  for  rank  and  learning.

Privateer  Cadet's  Second  Cruize. 

The  privateer  schr.  Cadet,  Elwell,  of 
this  port,  arrived  at  Thomastown  on  Mon- 
day from  a cruize  of  1 1 days,  having  cap- 
tured the  British  schr.  Mary,  Thomas, 
from  St.  John’s  N.  B.  for  Casline,  of  60 
tons,  with  a very  valuable  cargo  of  dry 
goods,  from  which  the  Cadet  took  above 
90  trunks  and  cases,  leaving  only  a few 
packages  on  board  the  prize.  The  cir- 
cumstances of  the  capture  of  the  above 
prize  were  as  follows  : While  the  Cadet 
Uy  at  Tibbits’  Island  she  received  iiitelli- 
gence  of  a convov  from  St  Johii’s,  and  on 


Sunday  last  discovered  a brig  under  close 
reef  topsails — got  under  way  and  stood 
after,  but  soon  found  her  to  be  a brig  of 
war,  and  gave  up  chase. 

On  the  other  tack  discovered  a sloop 
which  hauled  her  wind  after  the  Cadet 
and  gave  her  a gun,  but  the  latter  soon 
distanced  her. — In  half  an  hour  discover- 
ed the  convoy,  consisting  of  three  un- 
armed vessels,  tvilh  ’.hi;  b.’ig  liidtinaii, 
schr.  Snap  Dragon,  and  the  vessels  above 
mentioned  in  company.  Determined  to 
make  a dash  among  them.  At  sundown 
gave  chase  ; at  8 o’clock  came  up  with 
them  ; at  9 o’clock  bore  down  for  one  of 
ilie  Icwardmost,  when  she  shewed  a sig- 
nal for  convoy ; ordered  her  fore  topsail 
aback,  threatening  her  with  instant  des- 
truction in  case  of  refusal  ; boarded  her 
and  stood  along  to  the  westward,  and  in 
a short  time  lost  sight  of  the  fleet.  Took 
the  prize  in  tow,  and  at  1 1 o’clock  a sus- 
picious sail  being  in  sight,  took  nearly  alt 
the  cargo  of  the  prize  on  board  the  priva- 
teer. At  sundown,  got  up  with  Herring- 
Gut,  the  prize  still  in  siglit,  about  two 
miles  distant,  with  a topsail  schooner 
beating  up  in  co. 

On  arriving  at  the  bar  spoke  the 
Charles  Stewart,  and  was  informed  by  her 
that  the  schr.  was  an  English  armed  ves- 
sel of  12  guns.  Capt.  Elwell  had  still, 
however,  tiopes  of  safety. 

This  daring  attempt  upon  a strongly 
protected  convoy,  so  handsomely  execu- 
ted in  one  of  the  coldest  nighisoftnis  sea- 
son, entitles  capt.  Elwell  to  great  praise.

been  done,)  authorising  the  governors  or  com- 
manders in  chief  of  their  militia  to  make  de- 
tachments trom  the  same,  or  to  form  volun- 
tary corps,  as  shall  be  most  convenient  and 
conformable  to  their  constitutions,  and  to 
cause  the  same  to  be  well  armed,  equipped 
and  disciplined,  and  held  in  readiness  for  ser- 
vice ; and  upon  the  request  of  the  gavemor  of 
cither  ot  the  other  states  to  employ  the  whole

It  is  almost  “ past  nn  - 
morv”  since  we  rcceiveMl  a full  one.  We  so  often 
get  New-York  pa|)ers  and  letters,  of  later  date  than 
we  do  from  Washington  City,  that  some  peo(ile 
e intempla'e  directing  tlieir  papers  (o  the  latter 
place,  bv  the  wav  of  the  formci- — as  the  speediest 
nioile  of  conveyance.  The  semi-weekly  Oeleans 
mail,  serves  but  as  an  i xense  for  Mr.  .Meiggs  to  pa> 
his  conUactoi-s — without  being  of  any  use  to  the 
pii'ilic.  It  excites  p.iblic  e.vpectation,  which  it  is 
again,  sure  to  disappoint. 

The  neighboring  towns— Y'ersailles and  Nicholas- 
sille,  through  w hic  h some  of  the  m,ails  wen- pro- 
mised to  be  carrkal,  eoutinue  to  have  post-oflices 
and  post-masters;  but  no  mails  run  to  or  from 
tlicm,  whilst  thro'igli  Georgetown  and  the  Great 
Grossixos!  ! ! they  run  tin  we  nial  thrice  a week. 
So  the  world  goes.  Many  a turn  and  return  of 
empty  saddle  bags  may  happen,  before  these  tilings 
a;-c  corrected, or  Jonathan  “ Uetiti.ns”  to  Ohio. 

A gentleman  arrived  in  this  town  on  Satur- 
day evening,  immediately  from  Nashville,  who 
states,  that  previous  to  his  departure  from  that 
place,  the  mail  from  New  Orieans  had  arrived 
tlicre,  which  brought  intelligence  that  con- 
stant ski  rraishing  had  happened  between  the 
enemy  and  gen  Jae.kson’s  army  ; but  no  decis- 
ive battle  as  late  ns  the  .Id,  of  January.

The  convention  then  proceeds,  in  a

That  it  be  and  hereby  is 
recommended  to  the  legislatures  ofthe  several 
states  represented  in  this  convention,  to  adopt 
all  such  measures  as  may  be  necessary  effectu- 
ally to  protect  the  citizens  of  said  states,  from 
the  operation  and  effects  of  all  acts  which  have 
been  or  may  be  passed  by  the  congress  of  tht 
United  States,  which  shall  contain  provisions, 
subjecting  the  railitis  or  other  citizens  to  for- 
cible drafts,  conscriptions,  or  impressments, 
not  authorised  by  the  constitution  ofthe  Uni- 
ted States. 

Resolved,  That  it  be  and  hereby  is  recom- 
mended to  the  said  legislatures,  to  authorise 
an  immediate  and  earnest  application  to  be 
made  to  the  government  ofthe  United  Slate., 
requesting  their  consent  to  some  arrangements, 
whereby  the  said  states  mat,  stpa  ateiy  .or  ,n 
concert,  be  empowered  to  assume  upor  ilieni- 
selves  the  defence  of  their  territory  against  the 
enemy,  and  a reasonable  ponton  ol  i.u-  i.txe..

Observing  the  mountains  surrounding 
the  valley  to  be  covered  with  numerous 
groups  of  natives,  I inquired  the  cause 
and  was  informed  that  a warlike  tribe,  re- 
sidin-g  beyond  the  mountain  had  been  for 
several  weeks  at  war  with  the  natives  of 
the  valley,  into  which  they  had  made  sev- 
eral incursions,  and  had  destroyed  many 
houses  and  plantations,  and  Itad  killed,  by 
cti'tin  around  the  bark,  a great  number 
of  bread  fruit  trees.  I was  also  informed 
that  they  had  intended  paying  another 
visit  that  day,  but  it  was  supposed  they
